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The bright orange glow of 
the brickwork on the front 
of School House that greeted 
us all on our return from 
Fourth Dimension and Mid- 


term Break in_ mid- 
November may have resulted 
from the high-pressure 
cleaning it received as part 
of our Centennial facelift 
while everyone was away 
from campus - or it may 
have been sheer pride at the 
achievement of Ridleians in 
the autumn of our 100th 
year. Our debaters placed 
fifth out of 35 teams from 
the U.S. and Canada at the 
English Speaking Union 
North American Champion- 
ships in Montreal, and Da- 
vid Cohen, Grade 12 from 
St. Catharines, was second 
speaker overall, winning a 
trip to England for the finals 
this spring. 


While we _ progressed 
through a relatively sunny 
and balmy fall, undisturbed 
by major discipline, inju- 
ries, or illnesses, our athlet- 
ic teams almost uniformly 
established striking records 
of which our progenitors 
would have been proud. To 


violate, for a moment, Harry 
Griffith's maxim, "If you 
win, say nothing," historical 
recording of the 100th year 
needs to note the following: 


Girls I Swimming had a 
winning season, their first 
international tournament, 
and broke four pool records. 


Girls II Field Hockey 
was undefeated in 12 games, 
including tournaments - and 
only three ties. 


Girls Junior Harriers 
came in 4th in all the Prov- 
ince of Ontario at the OFS- 
SA championships, Novem- 
ber 5, in Kingston, and went 
on to win a new Bermuda 
Cup in the first cross- 
country run against five Ber- 
muda Schools, November 8, 


on Warwick Long Beach, 
Bermuda. 


Boys I Soccer won the 
Independent School Athletic 
Association league title for 
the the first time since 
1978. 


Boys I Football also 
won the ISAA first slot on 
a muddy, windswept Port 
Hope field - for the first 
time since 1973! They then 
sampled U.S. football, with 
an exhibition game in Mari- 
on, Mass., against Tabor 
Academy. 


We have started our birth- 
day celebrations, commenc- 
ing with a gigantic birthday 
cake for the school after din- 
ner on September 27: 100 
years from the day that the

founders met at Wycliffe 
College in Toronto to final- 
ize plans for a new school in 
St. Catharines and to select 
James Ormsby Miller as the 
first headmaster. On Octo- 
ber 16th, 433 years from the 
day when Bishop Nicholas 
Ridley went to fiery martyr- 
dom in a ditch outside Balli- 
ol College, Oxford, England, 
we were honoured to have 
Archbishop Michael Peers, 
Primate of the Anglican 
Church of Canada, conduct 
our Founders' Day Ser- 
vice. He also unveiled a 
piece of limestone fluting 
from Rochester Cathedral, 
Kent, England, dating from 
the time that Nicholas Rid- 
ley was bishop there from 
1547-1550. The Rochester 
stone, now mounted in the 





narthex of the Memorial 
Chapel, was given by the 
Dean of the Cathedral 
through the good auspices of 
Adam Griffith '39, son of 
the second headmaster of 
Ridley. 

Other highlights of the 
fall included the Niagara 
Branch of the Women's 
Guild's Big R Bazaar on 
October 15, which raised 
$24,000 in four hours for 
scholarships and bursaries 
and other gifts to the 
School. Association Week- 
end was rather cool and wet 
for I Football's 50-7 win 
over Appleby, but the Board 
of Governors and faculty had 
a warm celebration the night 
before as Rev. Donald

hall - now christened Wil- 
liams Hall, after the great 
"Rep" Williams, first head 
of the Lower School. The 
Chairman of the Board was 
also pleased to surprise vice- 
president of the Board, Doro- 
thy Burgoyne Doolittle, 
with the unveiling of a 
plaque designating the centre 
portion of the old Lower 
School complex as Bur- 
goyne House in honour of 
the great St. Catharines fam- 
ily which has been inter- 
twined with Ridley for three 
generations. 


On Association Week- 
end, the dinner in the Great 
Hall applauded the fundrais- 
ing efforts of all classes, in- 
cluding the Class of '79, 
which won the Crawford 
Gordon '56 Trophy for best 
participation for 
those classes with 
ten years or less 
= since graduation; 
the class of '67, 
which won the 
B George M. Hen- 
drie '49 Trophy 
for best dollar 
contribution; and 
the Class of '38, 
which won the 
Sam Heaman '39 
Trophy for best 
participation by a 
class. Alumni 
survived the ban- 
ning of alcohol 
from all sidelines 
of the game and - 
not necessarily 
because of that - 
attended chapel in 
record modern 
numbers on Sun- 
day morning! 





All in all, the 605 stu- 
dents and 70 faculty of Rid- 
ley have enjoyed the first 
term of our 100th year with 
fine spirit. Middle School 
grades 5-8, in their new in- 
carnation with black RMS 
sweaters, and colourful kilts 
for the girls, have fared well 
under Mr. David Cosgrove's 
directorship. Grade 9, sub- 
sumed into the ten houses of 
Upper School, appears to be 
prospering. 

Right now, we look for- 
ward to the drama produc- 
tion, The Crucible, Arthur 
Miller's dramatic interpreta- 
tion of the Salem witch hys- 
teria - the last major drama 
production in the P.A.C. 
("Performing Arts Centre" - 
the old study hall over the 
history-geography class- 
rooms). For, starting on 
December 16, we will begin 
moving furnishings from 
the current science, art, com- 
puter and music facilities 
into the new Second Centu- 
ry Building. Classes will 
start the Lent Term, January 
4, 1989, in the Siebens, As- 
baugh, and Mandeville 
wings of this magnificent 
building. The Mandeville 
Theatre itself will not be 
finished off entirely until the 
end of January, but we look 
forward to the annual musi- 
cal comedy production there 
at the start of March! 


With almost $13-million 
of the $13.6-million goal of 
the Second Century Cam- 
paign pledged, we can truly 
say birthdays are great!

Following the Board of Governors’ meeting at the school 
on Friday, October 21, a dinner was held in Williams Hall 
(formerly the Lower School Dining Room) for special guests, 
the Board of Governors and the staff. 

After a delicious dinner provided by Howard Lucas and his 
Beaver staff, Nancy Hunt unveiled the recently painted portrait 
of her husband, Donald, who retired in June of 1988 after 
twelve years as the Headmaster of the Ridley College Lower 
School. In his remarks following, delivered in his own ini- 
mitable style, Don paid tribute to all the headmasters of Rid- 
ley Lower School whose portraits now line the south wall of 
Williams Hall. 

Then Mr. Darcy McKeough, the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, asked Dorothy Doolittle to unveil the plaque nam- 
ing the new Middle School residence for students in Grades 5 
to 8 which occupies the centre block of the Middle School 
building. Dorothy, on unveiling the plaque, was surprised, 
delighted and speechless to find that the new residence had 
been named "Burgoyne House" in honour of three generations 
of Burgoynes who had been loyal supporters of Ridley Col- 
lege. 

The speaker of the evening was Larry Smith '37, retired Ed- 
itor in Chief of the St. Catharines Standard. Larry spoke elo- 
quently and movingly about the Burgoyne Family and their 
role as benefactors to Ridley in particular and to the city of 
St. Catharines in general throughout the years. 

The evening ended with the singing of the school song led 
by Don Hunt.

View from the Middle School 


The pounding of jackham- 
mers overhead and the whine 
of power saws outside wit- 
nessed yet another typical 
Ridley summer: addition, re- 
duction, destruction, resur- 
rection, to meet the ever- 
changing needs of Ridley. 
Steel-frame walls and gyp- 
sum boards replaced bricks, 
mortar and plaster; plywood 
sheathing and commercial 
rugs replaced hardwood 
floors and terrazzo. Modern 
methods superceded the old-- 
yet the foundations and 
framework remain the same. 
And so with Middle School. 


Eichhorm, in 1966, coined 
the term "transescence." He 
defined it as follows: "The 
stage of development which 
begins prior to the onset of 
puberty and extends through 
the early stages of adoles- 
cence.

In response to the needs 
and characteristics of young- 
sters during transescence, 
the Middle School seeks to 
deal with the full range of 
intellectual and developmen- 
tal needs of young people 
going through the rapid 
growth and extensive matu- 
ration that occurs in early 
adolescence. All too often, 
programmes for this age 
group have lacked focus on 
transescent characteristics 
and needs; programmes, 
which should have been dif- 
ferent from either the ele- 
mentary or secondary model, 
too often did not take into 
account that the academic 
needs of Middle School stu- 
dents are affected greatly by 
their physical, social, and 
emotional needs. 


We are faced by an excit- 
ing prospect of new activi- 
ties, new horizons, new 
commitments and new re- 
sponsibilities for us all, yet 
we must not neglect the val- 
ues, traditions, and 
pursuit of excellence 
long associated with 
Ridley. The Middle 
School strives to pro- 
vide an environment 
where the child, not 
the programme, is 
more important; a 
feeling of safety and 
range of intellectual, 
social, and physical 
experiences; the op- 
portunity for explora- 
tion and development 


of necessary skills; an em- 
phasis on guidance and hu- 
man relations and concerns; 
the opportunity to develop 
individual interests and ef- 
fective education as well as 
subject matter; and a climate 
that enables students to de- 
velop abilities, find facts, 
weigh evidence, draw con- 
clusions, determine values 
and open their minds. 


To these ends, in only six 
wecks, Grade 5 studied earth 
science at Camp Wanakita; 
Grade 6 studied ecology at 
Camp Wetaskiwin; the first 
Under 14 Soccer game saw 
the birth of the Middle 
School cheerleaders’ squad; 
Grade 7 sang a Sunday 
Chapel service; Middle 
School gave up their hot 
lunch for charity --$170 was 
donated to Women's Place 
for a Thanksgiving dinner; 
38 students from Grades 7 
and 8 went into the commu- 
nity to assist in old folks'

homes and the Children's 
Centre; Grades 5 and 6 sang 
a Sunday chapel service; 
Grade 7 went to Brantford to 
enhance their understanding 
of Native Indians and ac- 
companied Grade 5 and 6 to 
Toronto to study dinosaurs; 
Grade 8 visited the Science 
Centre to learn the role of 
Science in Sport; our first 
Creativity Day was held; 
93% of the Middle School 
are involved in after-school 
activities, ranging from 
Dungeons and Dragons to 
horseback riding; Remem- 
brance Day was celebrated in 
a way designed to bring 
home to the students the fu- 
tility of war...and classes 
went on, too! 


The Middle School is 
alive and well; in fact, we 
are really humming! Feel 
free to visit any time--the 
only way to get the feel of 
the Middle School is to 
catch us unawares!

These historic words were first uttered in Canada during the Trans-Canada Pipeline debate by C. D. 
Howe, then Minister of Trade and Commerce in the St. Laurent administration, and they were in no 
small measure responsible for the defeat of the Liberal government the following year. Once again,, as 
the Ridley College 2nd Century Campaign heads into its final twelve months, these three words take on 
historical significance, if not for Canada, at least in the affairs of Ridley College, but with, we hope, 
more positive connotations. 


A million is approximately the money still to be raised in the Ridley College 2nd Century Campaign, 
and this campaign is historic in two ways: it commemorates Ridley's 100th birthday in 1989, and, if suc- 
cessful--and we have every reason to believe it will be--it will set a record $13.6 million for monies raised 
by any independent school in Canada. 


The $12.6 million raised to date speaks loudly and clearly about the loyalty and the commitment of the 
members of the Ridley family to their school. We still need $906,000 to reach our goal. Several donors 
whose gifts included an undesignated bequest which we initially directed to the building, have agreed to 
redirect their bequests to the Hamilton Chair and the Professional Development Fund, so that the more 
pressing need for cash donations to the building can be accommodated. With this redirection of funds, 
only $595,000 is needed to complete the building, while another $311,000 is needed for academic chairs and 
endowment. 


During this last year of the 2nd Cen- 
tury Campaign, we are asking all mem- 
bers of the Ridley College Association-- 
alumni, current parents, past parents 
and friends--to help put the campaign 
over the top by making a gift, large or 
small, to either or both the 2nd Century 
Campaign or the Birthday Gift Cam- 
paign (Annual Fund). No matter which 
way you decide to give, you are helping 
Ridley to meet its greatest challenge in 
this our centennial year. 


And future Ridleians will say,

SECOND CENTURY 
CONSTRUCTION 
NEWS 


Construction Schedule: 


At time of writing, we are starting to 
organize the move into the new 
building to commence December 16, 
1988. The Second Century Building 
should be fully classroom functional by 
January 3 of the New Year. The theatre 
should be up and running by the 
beginning of February. 

Despite construction delays through 
the summer months, the site team has 
managed to recover lost time and put us 
back on schedule. 


General: 


The month of October saw a dramatic 
change in the external appearance of the 
building. Newman Bros. took advantage 
of a very good week of mild dry weather 
in mid-October to clear away the fences 
and to grade the entire site. They also 
formed the base and curbs for the access 
and delivery road around the rear (west) 
of the building. 

On Friday, October 21, members of 
the Board of Governors were taken on a 
conducted tour of the new building by 
several faculty members and student 
tour guides. The next day we were 


innundated by Old Boys, Old Girls, and 
their families, who were offered tours as 
part of the Association Weekend--what 
had been planned as a two-hour casual 
tour period for the curious turned into a 
marathon 8-hour invasion. All visitors 
seemed to enjoy the tour and without 
exception were impressed and excited by 
what they saw or had explained to 
them. 

The Newman Bros. carpenters have 
also been busy installing hardware, 
constructing the raised floor in the Band 
Rehearsal room and making the 
formwork for the sidewalk and lay-by 
off the cricket shed road at the front of 
the building. 

Everyone at the school is trying hard 
to get some planting done in front of 
the building before the end of the 
season. 


Mechanical and Electrical: 


If September was "Theatre Month" 
for both of these trades, then October 
was "Laboratory Furniture Month." 
Laboratory and other cabinets in 
truckloads arrived at the site all month 
and the plumbers and electricians 
connected gas, water, drains and power. 
This contract has not been without its 
coordination problems, but in the end 
we anticipate an excellent contract 
product. No one can ever claim that this 
building is short of cupboard or shelf 
space. 

Mechanical work 
: in the theatre itself 
‘7% is substantially 
“© complete and the 
sheet metal workers 
are now 
concentrating their 
efforts in the 
Penthouse. The 
perimeter radiation 
system is now fully 
operational and 
shirtsleeves are the 

order of the day! 
The electrical 
contractor is 
working closely 
* with the theatre 
_ lighting and sound 
specialists on the 
catwalk system, in 


addition to the hook-up required for 
laboratory furniture. 

Good progress as always from both 
of these subcontractors! 


Metal Deck and Roofing: 


We now have almost all of our green 
roof in place! We will all breath a sigh 
of relief when it is completed. 


Drywall: 


The acoustic reflectors under the 
catwalks are now complete and the 
scaffolding has been removed from the 
theatre. Some additional drywall work 
on the flank walls adjacent to the 
theatre access ramps has been completed 
along with the fireproofing of the 
columns in the main lobby. 

The second drywall team has been 
busy installing all of the perimeter cut 
tiles in the classrooms (the main 
ceiling tile areas cannot be installed 
until the plumbing and electrical work 
is completed in the ceiling space). 


Glass and Glazing: 


Almost all of the glazing work on 
the project is now complete--the 
exception being the small amount of 
work remaining on the revolving door. 


Painting: 


Continued good progress by the 
painter in the month of October. This 
contractor must deal with the stops and 
starts of this complicated project. 

The next major task will be the 
completion of black-out paint in the 
upper areas of the Theatre and then the 
exterior painting items. 


Costs: 
We appear to have brought the 
project to within 3% of the contract 


cost.

BACKGROUND 


It has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Executive Committee of 
the Ridley College Association that 
Ridley does not currently have a 
mechanism or forum through which 
persons who have made substantial 
contributions of time to the school 
ona voluntary basis can be properly 
recognized by the Ridley family. 

Monetary or chattel contribu- 
tions have long been recognized by 
the College in a variety of ways.

To address this situation, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee has moved to 
establish an award to be known as 
The Ridley Volunteer Award for 
outstanding performance as a vol- 
unteer in matters supporting the 
College's activities. 


SELECTION CRITERIA 


The award is intended to recog- 
nize those who have made out- 
standing contributions to the Col- 
lege in the form of time and other 
non-monetary assistance on a vol- 
untary basis. Special consideration 
will be given to those whose efforts 
have not been recognized in other 
College forums. 


ELIGIBILITY 


The award is open to all members 
of the Ridley College Association. 


NOMINATION PROCEDURES 


Nominations are to be submitted 
to the Executive Committee of the 
Association by any member of the 
Association. Each nomination must 
be in writing and contain sufficient 
detail to allow proper appraisal by 
the Committee. Nominations must 
be seconded by another member of 
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the Association. 


Nominations must be received by 
the end of May to be considered in 
that calendar year. 


THE SELECTION PROCESS 


All nominations will be consid- 
ered by the Executive Committee 
and selections made according to 
procedures to be determined by the 
Committee. 


The award need not be given an- 
nually and more than one award 
may be given each year. 


PRESENTATION 


The award or awards will be pre- 
sented at Association Weekend, 
commencing in the Centennial year, 
1989.

EQUIPMENT FOR 2ND 
CENTURY BUILDING 


Ridley's new $8.5 million multi- 
discipline teaching complex is 
scheduled to open for student use 
on January 4, 1989. 


The school now faces the problem 
of financing the equipment needed 
to ensure the maximum utilization 
of this new teaching facility. 


The total cost of equipment need- 
ed is approximately $480,000 and 
the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Governors is planning to 
pay for it out of the operating bud- 
get of the school over the next three 
years. The school would be grateful 
to anyone who would help defray 
this expense by donating a gift, in 
money or in kind, of one or more of 
the items on this short list:

In the Tiger Pit 


From West to East Through a Key-Hole 


My wife, Colleen, and I 
were both privileged to be 
on sabbatical during the 
spring term of 1988. We 
travelled 20,000 miles, and 
visited 15 countries in both 
Wester and Eastern Europe. 
It was a wonderful opportu- 
nity to conclude 29 years of 
teaching in such a unique 
manner. 

It was particularly an hon- 
our for me to stand beside 
the statue of J.S. Bach out- 
side his church in Leipzig. 
Likewise, to play the organs 
of Truro and Canterbury Ca- 
thedrals, and to visit the Ca- 
nadian College in Neuchatel, 
King Edward's School in 
Witeley, and St. Edmund's 
School in Canterbury, repre- 
senting Ridley College, were 
experiences I shall never for- 
get. 

Our first tour, called 





In Leipzig 


"Viva la Musica," took us 
through East Germany; we 
attended concerts each eve- 
ning, and sometimes in the 
afternoon. The most inspir- 
ing part of this tour was our 
visit to St. Thomas’ Church 
in Leipzig, where J.S. Bach 
spent the last years of his 
life (d. 1750). Very few or- 
ganists have been there. 
Martin Luther preached from 
the pulpit in this church 
years before Bach arrived. 
We also had a wonderful ex- 
perience in Halle, about 30 
miles west of Leipzig, 
where we visited Handel's 
house, and I was asked to 
play a 1713 harpsichord 
which Handel had used. 

In Switzerland, one of our 
favourite countries, we vis- 
ited the Canadian Junior 
College at Neuchatel, a 
grade thirteen school, situat- 
ed on a mountain overlook- 
ing the lake. The students 
board in French-speaking 
Swiss homes. In Geneva, 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion was celebrating its 40th 
year. Colleen, who is the 
co-ordinator of the Wellness 
Programme at Sheridan Col- 
lege in Oakville, was partic- 
ularly interested in the con- 
ferences and exhibits there. 

We spent several days at 
King Edward's School in 
Witeley, England, a school 
much like Ridley. Indeed, it 
was founded by Bishop Rid- 
ley in 1553 as a school for 
orphans, and today, one 
house is known as Ridley 
House. I observed the vari- 
ous musical activities of the 
school and played the chapel 
organ while Colleen was in- 
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volved with the science and 
home economics classes. 

We stayed in the Truro/ 
Comwall area for a week, 
where I had the honour of 
playing at the Cathedral at 
two Sunday services. After 
the morning service, I had 
just played the postlude 
when a priest, by the name 
of Reverend Coleman, ap- 
peared in the organ loft. He 
graduated from Ridley in ‘49, 
was the tour director of a 
group of Candians in Eng- 
land and is a good friend of 
Reverend Hunt. We also 
took a side trip to Glaston- 
bury to visit the Abbey 
where St. Dunstan was ab- 
bot. It was the 1,000th anni- 
versary of his death, so there 
were great celebrations there 
and in Canterbury (he was 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
untill 988). 

South of London at Ad- 
dington Palace we visited the 
headquarters of the Royal 
School of Church Music. 
Ridley is one of the original 
members of the Niagara 
Branch, and Dr. Dakers, the 
Director, visited us a few 
years back. I played the or- 
gan in the chapel, and visited 
the publications’ department, 
from which we get a good 
deal of our chapel music. 

In Canterbury we toured 
the choirboys' house at the 
Cathedral, and St. Edmund's 
School, where they receive 
their academic education. 
The boys rehearse every day 
for an hour at 8 o'clock be- 
fore school, another hour af- 
ter school, and then sing 
Evensong daily at 5:30. I 
played the organ for 45 min-

utes before Evensong, and 
met the organist, Dr. Allan 
Wicks, and one of their sol- 
oists who had given a recital 
in our Chapel a couple of 
years ago. We stood at the 
spot in Canterbury Cathe- 
dral where Becket, Archbish- 
op of Canterbury, was mur- 
dered; a plaque on the wall 
states that Pope John Paul 
II and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury prayed there to- 
gether recently. My wife 
and I attended the play Mur- 
der in the Cathedral at 
Stratford in July, and it had 
ever so much more meaning 
for us. 

We returned home in time 
for the graduation of our son 
Greg '84 from the U of T. 
It was good to be home 
again after such an eventful 
sabbatical, the tour of a life- 
time. 





In Truro, Cornwall 
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Sandy Somerville 
OR'21 


A profile of Sandy by 
Doug Langford in The Lon- 
don Free Press, 20 August 
1988, motivated Tiger to 
celebrate this famous Ridlei- 
an in the first Alumni Pro- 
file of Ridley's Centennial 
Year. 


Sandy was the first Cana- 
dian to win the U.S. Ama- 
teur Golf championship 
when he won in 1932 at the 
Baltimore Country Club. 
Only once before in the 36- 
year history of the tourna- 
ment had a foreigner won: 
Harold Hilton of England in 
1911. 


Sandy is a member of the 
Canadian Amateur Athletics 
Hall of Fame; he was voted 
Canadian golfer of the half- 
century in 1950. Besides the 
U.S. victory, he won four 
Ontario Amateur champion- 
ships, six Canadian Amateur 


fellowship, companionship, intimacy. 


titles and two Canadian sen- 
ior crowns. 


As Langford reports, 
Sandy's career in golf began 
quite by chance. After his 
father sold Somerville Paper 
Box in London, the family 
went on a world tour. 


"My father and all the 
family," explains Sandy, 
"went down to Pinehurst, 
N.C., one winter. I was at 
the age (6) where I could 
only putt. My father be- 
came very keen on the 
game. And he met (famed 
golf architect) Donald Ross 
there.... Ross had suggested 
to my father that we spend 
our summers at Dornoch (in 
the north of Scotland). It 
was only a 9-hole course 
then. That's where I first 
started with three or four 
clubs. I was lucky my fa- 
ther was keen on the game." 


Sandy spent eight years at 
Ridley; his roommate was 
well-known Ridleian, Ter- 
ence Cronyn. At Ridley, he 
built reputations in cricket, 
football and hockey. After 
graduation in 1921, Sandy 
went on to U of T, where he 
continued to excell in these 
sports, becoming captain of 
Sr. Football and of Jr. and 
Sr. Hockey. In 1924 the 
late Conn Smythe invited 
him to play for Canada's 
Olympic Hockey team, but 
he declined because of the 
frequent trips to Toronto. 


"I developed more in golf 
because I stopped playing 
the other games. I had to 
pay more attention to work. 
Golf was the easier game to 
continue." 


Work meant selling insu- 
rance; Sandy started with the 
Northern Life Insurance 
Company, but switched to 
London Life in 1932. In 
1945 he married the late El- 
eanor Lyle; their two boys, 
Kenneth ‘65 and Philip '67, 
followed their father to Rid- 
ley. At the time of his re- 
tirement in 1968, he was 
Regional Manager of Group 
Insurance Benefits. 


He has no real regrets 
about choosing to play ama- 
teur over professional: 
“There wasn't much of a liv- 
ing in those days on the cir- 
cuit...the prize money was 
so small.... I thought I'd en- 
joy the game more as an am- 
ateur where you had greater 
choice of when you want to 
play and where." 


Sandy stopped playing 
tournament golf from 1939 
(while he served in WWII) 
until he started to play in 
seniors tournaments. "I 
didn't care if I won another 
Canadian Amateur or not, 
but I would have liked to 
have won another U.S. Am- 
ateur." 


He continues to make his 
home in London, where he 
played daily the game he 
loves until just this past 
summer: "I decided this 
spring I didn't want to play 
any more. I didn't enjoy it. 
It might be different next 
year. It's hard to quit." 


We hope to see you on the 
greens next year, Sandy, and 
especially on the A-squad at 
Ridley during the Centennial 
Celebrations.
